REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  reorganization  of  the  board  results  were  Stillman  Brooks, 
Chairman,  Normand  Cloutier,  Clerk,  and  David  Bridgman, 
Member. 

The  Board  has  had  a  very  busy  year  in  connection  with  town 
issues  and  state  concerns.  It  is  noteworthy  to  mention  that  David 
Bridgman  has  been  elected  1st  Vice  President  of  the  Massachu¬ 
setts  Selectmen’s  Association.  This  position  demands  a  great  deal 
of  his  free  time  and  with  the  prospects  of  his  future  election  to 
President  of  this  organization,  we  commend  David  for  his  efforts 
and  dedication  to  town  affairs  and  state  issues  that  affect  our 
town. 

The  year  1981  saw  the  reconstruction  of  the  first  section  of 
Route  6b,  an  issue  that  has  been  of  special  importance  to  this 
board  and  to  that  of  previous  Boards  of  Selectmen  for  some  ten 
years  or  so  past.  We  applaud  Warner  Brothers  Construction  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  fine  job  they  did  and  look  forward  to  the  total  com¬ 
pletion  of  this  project  within  the  next  year  and  a  half. 

Although  the  implementation  of  Proposition  2Vi  falls  within  the 
next  fiscal  year,  the  planning,  budgeting  and  understanding  were 
realities  of  this  fiscal  year.  Numerous  meetings  and  conferences 
were  attended  by  the  Board  on  this  issue  and  we  feel  that  the 
board  and  the  town  in  general  met  the  requirements  of  2Vi 

responsibly. 

Other  major  issues  that  the  board  dealt  with  this  year  were: 

1 .  The  layout  and  engineering  of  Stage  Road. 

2.  The  gift-purchase  of  land  from  William  Howard  on  Mon¬ 
tague  Road  for  the  purpose  of  correcting  a  hazardous  curve. 

3.  Insulation  of  the  town  shed. 

4.  Ambulance  coverage  for  the  town  by  the  Bay  State  Ambul¬ 
ance  Service. 

5.  The  installation  of  the  wood  furnace  in  the  town  shed 
through  the  efforts  of  Tom  Dutkiewicz  who  applied  for,  and 
received  a  state  grant  for  half  of  the  costs. 

6.  Finalization  of  a  contract  with  the  town  highway  employees. 

An  area  of  deep  concern  to  the  board  is  the  number  of  resigna¬ 
tions  from  town  officials  and  the  difficulty  to  fill  these  vacancies. 
Westhampton  has  historically  been  inhabited  by  people  with  a 
keen  sense  of  town  pride  and  dedication.  With  the  constant  addi¬ 
tion  of  state  and  federal  reports  and  mandates  placed  on  our  local 
officials  which  demand  a  great  sacrifice  of  their  time,  many  have 
decided  they  couldn’t  devote  this  time  away  from  their  families. 
The  board  can  understand  their  reluctance  to  serve  and  will  con- 
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stantlv  strive  to  reduce  and  minimize  the  demands  by  state  and 
federal  agencies.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 


Much  time  has  been  spent  readying  the  Town  landfil  for 
major  changes  in  appearance  and  operation.  Phase  One  of  a  two 
part  study  was  completed  by  Huntley  Associates.  The  results 
encouraged  the  Town  to  appropriate  an  additional  three  thousand 
dollars  to  complete  the  study  which  will  organize  the  physical 
aspects,  improve  the  appearance  and  safeguard  the  aquifer  from 
pollution.  At  the  same  time  we  are  working  towards  establishing 
an  organized  recycling  program  which  will  be  designed  to  reduce 
the  volume  of  buried  refuse  and  be  self-sustaining. 

This  spring  a  large  portion  of  Montague  Hill  Road  washed 
into  and  filled  up  the  Westhampton  Water  Co.  reservoir  with 
silt  and  sand.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  agreed  to  make  the  repair 
of  the  road  a  priority  to  avoid  further  silting.  The  Board  of  Health 
further  asked  and  the  Selectmen  directed  the  Town  road  crew 
to  clean  out  the  reservoir  and  truck  the  silt  away  from  the  site. 
We  are  continuing  to  work  with  the  Westhampton  Water  Co.  to 
help  them  improve  the  quality  of  the  drinking  water  for  the  Town 
center. 

The  Board  put  out  to  bid  and  organized  an  opportunity  for  Towns¬ 
people  to  obtain  a  group  rate  at  considerable  savings  for  septic 
tank  clean  outs  during  late  summer.  The  Board  encourages 
people  to  properly  care  for  their  septic  systems  and  wells  to  in¬ 
sure  quality  drinking  water  for  the  future. 

The  Board  continued  to  oversee  all  percolation  tests  during 
the  spring  1981  percolation  season  which  runs  from  March  15  to 
May  15th.  Due  to  the  unusually  dry  year,  no  requests  for  ex¬ 
tensions  of  the  percolation  season  were  granted. 

Last  June,  the  Board  receive  the  resignation  of  Dr.  Neil 
Pivar  who  has  relocated  in  Corralis,  New  Mexico.  To  fill  this  va¬ 
cancy,  the  Board  recommended  and  the  Selectmen  appointed 
Tim  Maginnis  of  Northwest  Road. 

We  continue  to  grant  licenses,  make  inspections  and  over¬ 
see  the  general  health  of  the  Community.  The  Board  meets  the 
second  and  fourth  Tuesday  of  every  month  at  the  Town  Hall  and 
encourages  public  concern  and  interest.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


This  is  the  first  report  of  the  Fire  Department  on  a  fiscal 
year  basis  -  July  1,  1980  -  June  30,  1981. 

The  increased  number  of  truck  runs  was  due  to  the  increas¬ 
ing  number  of  wood  stoves,  consequenting  in  chimney  fires,  This 
shows  the  potential  danger  of  improper  use  of  wood  stoves  or 
unclean  chimneys.  It  behooves  the  homeowner,  when  installing 
such  stoves  to  comply  with  state  law  in  having  installations  in¬ 
spected  by  the  Town’s  Building  Inspector.  Creosote  can  build 
up  in  a  chimney  within  a  matter  of  hours,  so  it  is  imperative  to 
check  and  clean  your  chimneys  on  a  regular  basis. 

As  reported  in  the  1980  Annual  Report,  your  department 
checked  and  cleaned  twenty-five  chimneys  during  the  Fall  of 
1980. 

Philip  Norris,  Jr.  and  Stephen  Holt  were  welcomed  into  the 
Fire  Department  this  past  year. 

Well  over  1,000  hours  were  again  donated  by  the  men  of 
your  Fire  Department  this  year.  The  Department  runs  on  a  very 
limited  budget  made  possible  by  the  fact  that  these  men  are  not 
compensated  by  the  town  for  their  services.  In  these  times  of 
Proposition  2Vi  and  budget  cutting,  Westhampton  should  be 
grateful  that  these  men  are  willing  to  donate  their  time  to  this 
very  important  service.  Whether  just  sitting  down  to  the  dinner 
table  when  the  fire  phone  rings,  called  from  work,  or  during  the 
middle  of  the  night,  the  men  of  your  Department  drop  what  they 
are  doing  to  respond  to  an  emergency  and  I  as  Chief  wish  to 
thank  each  and  every  one  of  these  men  for  their  dedication.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Fiscal  Report  8-15-81 

The  Rhinehart  Water  Works  seems  to  have  continual  prob¬ 
lems  with  the  Tob  Hill  reservoir  including  proper  dam  control. 
The  primary  complaints  have  been  bad  taste  and  diminished 
water  supply.  Reservoir  cleaning  should  be  done  on  a  regular 
basis.  The  D.P.W.  should  see  to  it  that  any  soil  and  sand  due 
to  erosion  are  kept  under  control  with  proper  maintenance  and 
preventive  measures.  Perhaps  in  view  of  the  problems  artesian 
wells  should  be  installed  by  all  concerned. 

The  rip-rap  installation  at  the  bridge  on  lower  Rt.  66  was 
checked;  it  should  be  able  to  drain  the  dual  flow  of  stream  and 
road  volume. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  on  Aug.  12,  1981  on  behalf  of 
Aimer  Huntley  of  Northwest  Road.  A  notice  of  intent  had  been 
filed  along  with  the  $25  fee.  Since  there  was  no  objection  by  any 
abuttors  and  no  water  volume  problem,  permission  was  given 
to  proceed  with  the  pond  construction.  A  certificate  of  conditions 
may  be  required  at  a  later  date. 

There  seems  to  be  an  increasing  interest  in  the  building  of 
private  ponds.  Since  watershed  streams  in  almost  every  case 
could  not  only  interfere  with  adequate  water  flow  but  may  in¬ 
fringe  on  the  rights  of  others.  A  public  hearing  must  be  held  in 
each  and  every  case. 

A  routine  check  of  two  streams  was  conducted  at  Westhamp- 
ton  Sand  and  Gravel.  The  water  in  the  large  stream  appeared 
clean  except  for  a  sizable  quantity  of  stones  downstream.  Mr. 
Maroney  stated  he  would  clean  this  if  he  has  a  permit  from  Mr. 
Doubleday  and  permission  from  the  land  owner  in  writing.  The 
small  stream  is  discolored  but  he  claims  this  has  nothing  to  do 
with  his  operation.  The  W.C.C.  will  follow  through. 

This  report  will  also  serve  as  a  notice  of  my  resignation  from 
the  commission-effective  at  once.  It  has  been  my  pleasure  to 
serve  Westhampton  for  the  last  six  years  as  your  Conservation 
Chairman.  I  have  made  many  friends.  My  thanks  to  the  C.C. 
members  for  their  support  and  cooperation.

REPORT  OF  THE  CABLE  COMMISSION 

One  has  only  to  read  the  newspapers  to  realize  that  there 
is  a  great  movement  to  wire  the  entire  country  for  Cable  Network 
Television.  When  will  Westhampton  get  cable  is  all  I  hear  from 
everyone. 

Our  committee  was  recognized  about  one  year  ago  to  in- 
vestigage  the  possibilities  of  Cable  Television  locating  in  our 
town.  It  took  only  one  or  two  committee  meetings  and  some  cor¬ 
respondence  with  area  cable  companies  and  state  cable  offices 
in  Boston  to  find  out  that  it  will  be  some  time  yet.  We  are  both 
too  small  (310  homes)  and  too  spread  out  (49  road  miles)  to  be 
attractive  to  any  company  that  would  need  to  show  a  profit. 

Our  only  hope  is  extending  lines  that  are  now  almost  com¬ 
plete  in  Northampton  (Continental  Cable  Co.)  and  in  Easthamp- 
ton  (Greater  Media  Inc.).  As  soon  as  these  people  get  their  oper¬ 
ations  rolling  then  they  will  be  able  to  deal  with  us  on  extend¬ 
ing  service.  Even  then  it  remains  cloudy  and  unclear.  Continental 
recently  refused  extension  to  Hadley  (1800  homes). 

So  at  this  point  we  are  about  ready  to  get  active  again  in 
working  a  suitable  arrangement  that  could  have  Cable  TV  here 
in  parts  of  Westhampton  perhaps  at  the  end  of  1982.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 


The  Westhampton  Memorial  Library  had  another  busy  year. 
In  July,  the  Summer  Reading  Program  was  offered.  The  program 
ran  for  five  weeks.

Groups  that  used  the  Library  again  this  year  were  the  Parent 
Effectiveness  Training  Group,  the  Historical  Commission,  and 
the  Friends  of  the  Library.  Also  the  local  Girl  Scouts  held  two 
sessions  on  wool  and  weaving.  They  were  taught  by  Mr.  Frank 
Hathaway. 

The  Kiwanis  Club  generously  donated  their  time  and  money 
to  paint  the  inside  of  the  library.  The  Friends  of  the  Library  put 
the  finishing  touch  on  the  inside  by  making  some  beautiful  new 
drapes.  The  Trustees  and  the  Librarian  wish  to  thank  all  those 
people  who  donated  time  and  money  to  help  us  with  our  projects. 

The  Easthampton  Rotary  Club  gave  the  library  a  generous 
donation  which  hopefully  will  be  put  towards  a  good  used  type¬ 
writer.

During  the  1980-1981  session  of  the  General  Court,  several 
new  statutes  of  importance  relating  to  education  were  written  into 
law.  Among  them  were  the  following: 

1.  Chapter  111  requires  testing  for  postural  defects  on  an 
annual  basis  for  all  students  in  grades  5  through  9. 

2.  Chapter  144  requires  a  period  of  silence  for  meditation 
or  prayer  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  day  for  all  grades  in 
all  public  schools. 

3.  Chapter  434  requires  teachers  and  other  professionals 
who  have  reasonable  cause  to  believe  that  a  child  is  being 
abused  or  neglected,  to  report  such  conditions  and  that  those 
who  fail  to  do  so  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  up  to  $1,000.00. 

Undoubtedly,  the  single  most  important  and  far  reaching 
statute  which  became  effective  in  1980,  did  not  result  from  an 
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act  of  the  Legislature  but  rather  the  will  of  the  people  as  ex¬ 
pressed  in  the  referendum  question  known  popularly  as  “proposi¬ 
tion  7Vi"  which  was  approved  on  the  November  ballot.  As  a 
result  of  that  vote  Chapter  580  of  the  Acts  of  1980  became  law 
on  December  4th. 

This  particular  piece  of  legislation  is  destined  to  have  rapid 
profound  and  probably  irrevocable  effects  upon  the  concepts  of 
public  education  as  we  know  them.  It  is  impossible  to  predict 
the  extent  of  such  changes  because  the  statute  as  it  is  written, 
includes  a  number  of  provisions  which  though  clear  in  intent,  will 
require  certain  regulatory  interpretations  as  well  as  legislative 
corrections  in  order  to  make  such  provisions  completely  workable. 

Among  the  most  important  aspects  of  the  new  law  is  the  loss 
of  fiscal  automony  by  school  committees.  Although  the  general 
laws  still  require  support  for  public  schools,  that  support  is  now 
legally  limited  to  the  extent  of  the  funds  actually  approved  for 
that  purpose  at  annual  town  meetings.  The  ability  of  ten  (10)  tax 
payers  to  sue  the  town  for  appropriations  less  than  those  bud¬ 
geted  for  by  the  school  committee,  no  longer  exists! 

One  of  the  interpretations  of  the  law  which  has  already  been 
handed  down  from  the  appropriate  regulatory  agency  of  the  Com¬ 
monwealth,  makes  it  clear  that  although  the  voters  may  deter¬ 
mine  what  the  total  school  appropriation  shall  be,  it  will  remain 
the  judgement  of  the  school  committee  as  to  how  such  funds 
shall  be  expended. 

Full  understanding  of  this  concept  must  be  clear  in  the 
minds  of  the  voters  so  as  to  preclude  any  misunderstanding 
should  the  appropriation  voted  be  less  than  the  school  commit¬ 
tee’s  budget.  In  effect,  the  voters  may  express  their  feelings  as 
to  which  portion  or  portions  of  the  budget  should  be  reduced,  but 
the  school  committee  retains  the  legal  responsibility  of  deter¬ 
mining  where  to  reduce  expenditures  to  meet  the  “bottom  line” 
limit  imposed  by  town  meeting.

REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE 

Although  Budget  Cuts  on  the  local  level  reduced  the  avail¬ 
ability  of  services,  the  basic  programs  of  Civil  Defense  were  con¬ 
tinued.  In  April  1981,  the  State  Civil  Defense  Agency  from  Fram¬ 
ingham,  Mass,  contacted  Civil  Defense  Office  in  Westhampton 
to  establish  a  Nuclear  Civil  Protection  Plan  (Stay  Put)  Area.  Plan 
is  in  the  process  now  and  should  be  completed  in  the  near  future. 
In  October,  Westhampton  Civil  Defense  Program  paper  was  up¬ 
dated  and  approved.  Checkerboard  communication  tests  were 
given  through  the  year  with  the  town  participation  inmost  of  them.

The  first  meeting  of  the  fiscal  year  was  July  28,  1980,  at 
which  time  the  Committee  voted  to  approve  a  motion  to  raise  and 
appropriate  funds  at  a  special  town  meeting  for  Road  Construc¬ 
tion  and  Materials,  not  to  exceed  $15,000.00. 


On  August  28,  1980,  the  Committee  met  and  approved  a 
motion  to  transfer  $1,000.00  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  Insurance 
and  Bonds  for  additional  insurance  on  elected  and  appointed 
officials  who  receive  pay. 

On  October  28,  1980,  the  Committee  approved  a  motion  to 
transfer  $500.00  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Historical  Com¬ 
mission  to  pay  bills  for  the  Blacksmith  Shop.  The  following  arti¬ 
cles  for  a  special  town  meeting  were  voted  on: 

1.  To  accept  land  on  Montague  Road  for  $1.00  to  straighten  a 
curve  in  the  road,  (passed) 

2.  To  transfer  from  free  cash  $2,000.00  for  an  engineering 
study  on  five  acres  of  land  at  the  town  dump,  for  state 
D.E.Q.  regulations,  (failed) 

A  study  committee  was  appointed  to  recommend  bylaw 
changes  for  the  Finance  Committee,  with  a  report  due  in  Decem¬ 
ber,  1980. 


On  December  8,  1980,  the  Committee  met  and  approved  the 
recommendations  of  the  bylaw  study  committee  as  follows: 

There  shall  be  a  Finance  Committee  of  ten  members.  The 
members  shall  be  elected  as  follows:  two  for  three  years, 
four  for  three  years,  and  four  for  three  years.  If  a  member 
is  unable  to  fulfill  his  or  her  full  term,  the  Finance  Commit¬ 
tee  shall  give  recommendations  for  the  appointment  of  a  new 
member  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  consideration. 


This  proposal  was  given  to  the  Selectmen  for  study  by  the  Town 
Attorney. 

On  January  29,  1981,  the  Committee  approved  the  following 
transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund: 

$1 ,251 .60  Interest  on  Temporary  Loans. 

$150.00  Travel  Expense 
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On  February  10,  1981,  the  Committee  approved  a  transfer  of 
$1,000.00  from  the  Reserve  Fund  to  the  Road  Machinery. 

On  January  29,  1981;  February  4,  1981;  and  February  10, 
1981,  the  Committee  met  with  department  heads  to  discuss  and 
vote  upon  their  budget  requests.  The  Committee’s  recommenda¬ 
tions  are  recorded  in  the  town  report  for  1980-81  under  Proposed 
Budgets. 

On  February  17,  1981,  the  Committee  met  with  the  West- 
hampton  School  Committee  to  review  their  budget  requests.  No 
vote  was  taken  in  order  to  wait  for  further  information  on  Pro¬ 
position  2Vi  and  the  amount  to  be  returned  by  the  state.  The 
Committee  also  approved  a  transfer  of  $750.00  from  the  Reserve 
Fund  to  Road  Machinery  and  Fire  Department  Building. 

On  March  3,  1981,  the  Committee  met  to  vote  on  all  money 
articles  on  the  warrant  for  the  upcoming  town  meeting.  Those 
votes  are  recorded  in  the  town  report  for  the  fiscal  1980-81  fiscal 
year  under  the  appropriate  articles. 

On  March  30,  1981,  several  committee  members  attended  an 
open  hearing  on  the  Hampshire  regional  budget. 

On  April  4,  1981,  the  Committee  met  to  discuss  bids  received 
concerning  the  purchase  of  a  truck  (Article  16).  The  Committee’s 
recommendation  was  to  have  the  truck  be  the  last  article  and  see 
how  much  money  had  been  spent  at  town  meeting. 


As  a  result  of  town  elections  on  April  4,  1981,  the  Finance

On  April  13,  1981,  the  Committee  met  to  reorganize,  at 
which  time  Peter  Montague  was  elected  chairman  and  Ralph 
Hancewicz,  secretary.  The  Committee  approved  four  transfers 
from  the  Reserve  Fund.  On  a  Selectmen  request  for  $8,005.25  to 
Insurance  and  Bonds,  the  Committee  approved  $4,000.00.  $2,000. 
was  transferred  to  Road  Machinery,  $75.00  to  Fire  Department 
Building,  and  $300.00  to  Highway  Material  and  Construction  to 
cover  anticipated  expenses  through  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year. 


At  a  June  1,  1981  meeting,  the  Committee  voted  to  join  the 
Massachusetts  Association  of  Town  Finance  Committees  with  a 
membership  fee  of  $50.00  Three  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund 
were  approved:  $1,751.20  to  Insurance  and  Bonds  to  cover  in- 
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creased  premium  bills;  $1,148.30  to  Interest  on  Temporary  Loans 
in  anticipation  of  revenue  due  May  2,  1981;  and  $597.00  to  Unem¬ 
ployment-Chapter  151 A  to  cover  one  compensation  claim.  Also 
the  following  articles  for  a  special  town  meeting  were  voted  upon 
and  passed: 

1.  To  pay  $3.20  per  hour  to  the  Town  Treasurer  for  extra 
payroll  work  created  by  police  traffic  control  during  the 
construction  of  Rt.  66. 

2.  To  transfer  $6,885.76  from  Snow  Removal  and  $621.99 
from  Highway  salaries,  totaling  $7,507.75.  From  this  total, 
$6,047.75  to  Stage  Road  Account  and  $1,460.00  to  High¬ 
way  Materials  and  Construction  for  engineering  services. 

3.  To  transfer  $2,178.00  from  Highway  Salaries,  $50.00  from 
Vacation  Account,  and  $80.00  from  Holiday  Pay  to  Insur¬ 
ance  and  Bonds. 

The  number  of  recent  transfers  to  Insurance  and  Bonds  led 
to  discussion  of  the  need  for  a  realistic  insurance  budget,  which 
is  complicated  by  the  insurance  agents’  unpredictable  readjust¬ 
ment  of  premiums.  The  suggestion  was  made  that  considering 
the  large  amount  of  money  involved,  insurance  coverages  be  put 
out  to  bid.
